ORDER 

Order No. ADM/ SUP/945/67 . — In exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 3 ot (he Essential Commo- 
dities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955) read with the order of the 
Government of India, Ministry of Food, Agriculture, 
Community Development and Cooperation (Deptt, of 
Food) No. GSR 1111, dated the 24th July 1967, and 
svith the prior concurrence of the Central Government 
the Administrator, Dadra and Nagar Havell hereby 
makes the following Order, namely 

I. Short title, extent and commencement : — - 

(1) This Ordei may be called the Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli Schedule Articles (Display and Marking of 
Prices) Order, 1 967 

(2) Tt extends to die whole of the Union Territory 
ot Dadra and Nagar Haveli (hereinafter referred to as 

the territory) - 
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(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Definition* In this order, unless the context other- 
wise requires. — 

(a) ‘art'cle’ means any article specified from time 
to time m Schedule I; 

(b) ‘dealer’ means a person who carried on the 
business of selling by retail, or storing for sale 
by retail, any article, whether or not such 
business is carried on in addition to any other 
business: but docs not include a hawker, ped- 
lar, or Food Corporation of India; 

(c) ‘list of prices’ means the list to be maintained 
and d splaved from time to time by a deale 
under clause 3; 

(d) ‘price’ m relation to an article, means the 
money consideration for which a dealer sells, 
or parts with, or agrees or offers to sell or 
part with, that article, or any variety or qua- 
lity thereof, inclusive of any tax payable 
under any law for the t me being in force in 
respect of such article; 

le) “Schedule” means a Schedule, appended to 
this Order. 

3. D ciders to display or mark prices . — Every dealer 
shall. — 

(a) In respect of the articles specified in Schedule 
I, display and keep displayed conspicuously 
during th c hours of business and at a place as 
near to the entrance of his business premises as 
possible, a list of prices in the form prescribed 
in that Schedule, which shall be printed, typed, 
painted or written in pencil or with ink or chalk 
and shall be readable from a reasonable dis- 
tance. 

Provided that, when any article is a4dfid to „ 
Schedule I, or any person becomes a dealer, 
at any time after the commencement of this 
order the provisions of this paragraph shidl ap- 
ply from the fifteenth day from the date of 
which such article is so added, or, as the ease 
may be. such person becomes a dealer 

4. Dealer not to sell at price higher than displayed or 
marked and not to refuse to sell at that price .- — 

No dealer shall. — - 

(a) sell or agree of offer for sale any article at a 
price higher than th© price displayed in respect 
of that article in the list of prices oi the p'a. 


marked in respect thereof, as the case may be; 
or 

(b) refuse to sell or withhold from sale such article 
to any person at the price so displayed oi 
marked. 

1 Power of entry and search ,.- — 

Any Officer not below the rank of Supply Inspectoi 
and Revenue Officer not below the rank of an Avalkarkum 
or any Police Officer not below the rank of Heud Cons- 
table and any other officer authorised by the Administra- 
tor may enter and search the business premises of am 
dealer during the hours of business, with a view' to ins- 
pecting the articles kept on such premises, the list o' 
prices and the prices marked in respect of them and en- 
suring that the provisions of this Order are being com- 
plied with by (he dealer.
